Umrath and Funke, von source describes os dogmatic Marxists, ad-= 
vecateod immediate sociulization at any cost, arguing thet it is 
possible now, while canitalism is in a weekened state, and that 
if this opportunity in missed it will not recur for fifty years, 
Umrath also pointed out that a policy of socislizging industries 
would be approved und assisted by the Soviet Union. 


3: Konnemann , elthough he was a principal author of the proposed 
Socialization law for Berlin, considered that o situstion ripe 
for socialization does not yet exist. He said the British exe 
ample showed thut the people's reuction cannot be predicted, and 
expressed fears of a sudden dacline in production. Hoth he and 
Reichenay maintained that there is no conclusive evidence that : 
German workers elther understand or favor the idea of socialization. 
Former Linister wissel supported this view, and added that the adif- 
ficult conditions resulting from the collapse of Germany would tend 
to be ascribed to the socialization policy, which would therehy be 
discredited in the mind of the pnublic. 
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
